| IMPORTANT LEGISLATION 
AT OTTAWA 
—:1—— 

Important legislation is being dis- 
cussed at Ottawa this week and the 
eyes of all are Watching. The bills be 
fore the Supreme Court of Canada, re 
late to newspapers, bank taxation, re 
gulation of credit institutions and dis- 
allowance, 

In discussing the Presse Bill Aime 
Geoffrion, chief counsel for the Do 
minion Government said Canada’s pol- 
itical system could not function if 
Provincial Legislature imposed cen- 
sorship within the Provinces. 

Apart from the publishers there is 
the right of the people to have the 
channels of information kept open. 

Discussing the other bills M. Geot- 
frion declared them all uaconstitut- 
ional, as they sought to take control 
of a field hitherto regarded as the do- 
main of the Federal Govt.

Lethbridge Experimental 
Despite the relatively 
tory prices which have existed 
wool for several years, the sheep pro- 
ducers are still vitally interested in 
factors which affecte the yield of wool 
from their sheep. The Experimental 
Station at Lethbridge has, for a num- 
ber of years, been studying various 
phases of shee pproduction and in this 
study has included studies of wool 

production. 

Detailed data have been kept oi 
Wool yields trom individual sheep and 
@ tabulation of these data shows that 
the age of sheep has a very definite 
effect on yield. It is, of course, gener- 
ally recognized that a two-shear sheep 
will produce more wool than a shear- 
ling, despite the slightly greater 
growing period in the shearling. How-
